The 
lies began it with great Advantages, which they gaind 
Year before ; and it was hoped this Campaign would 
ve very much advanc’d the common Caufe,and brought 
- Quarrel very near to a Decifion: But on one hand 
y have fuftain’d great Loffes, by their neglect to make 
roper Ufe of their real Strength and Opportunities,and 
feveral crofs Occurrences ; And on the other they have 
uir'd new and confiderable Advantages, which re- 
‘ire fome Time and very Vigorous Conduct to improve 


em, 
The Evil that from the beginning of the War was 
yoding in the Bofom of Germany, broke out this Year 
allits Malignity. The Elector of Bavaria, who acted 
ith fome fort of Referve as long as he’apprehended him- 
ftoo weak, fairly threw off the Mask when he thought 
nfelf {trong enough, and after he had feen with what 
bwaefs the againft him were carried on. 

The Die: at Ratisbon did indeed pafs fome vigorous 
efolutions, but they were executed but in patt. We will 
bt undertake to enquire into the Caufes of ix, it thall fuf- 
eusto fay, thatin the Zeal and Vigour of fome 
embers of the Empire were not feconded by the reft, as 
eGood of the common Caufe requir’d, and that the 
tops Germany furnifh’d this Campaign were neither 
hough in number, nor fent into the Field time enough. 
that there was a Neceffity for weakening the Army in 
eNetherlands, to reinforce that in Germany; which 
buld noc be done without prejudice to othet Defigns, nor 
ithour leffening the Advantages the common Canfe 
hight o herwife have gain’d. 
This Feu!: of not executing the Refolutions pafs’d in 
e Diet, noc acting in due .concert with the reft of the 
orces of the Allies, has not only putGermany into a very 
ad couututon,bur has given time to the Fire in Bavaria ro 


mito fuch a head, .thar it cannot without great diffi- - 


nity be brought under, tho’ at firft ‘it might eafily have 
en pur out. é 
To this are owing the Loffes on the Rhine'and on the 
anube, that of Fort ;Kehl in the firft place, which was 
llow’d by the Junction of the French and Bavayians. The 
mer were indeed repuls’d at Stolhoffen, which was the 


oft impor: ft difficult to guard,but 
-nefs and the Abfence of Prince Eugene of Savoy,have well 


hey were (uffer'd co force the Paffage through the Black 
oreft, which every body thought was impenetrable and 
afieft to be defended. This Junction occafion’d the draw- 
bg of Troops from the Rhine, to cover Swabia and Fran- 
nia, and render’d. the Allies too weak both on the Rhine 
nlonthe Danube. The Elector of Bavaria took a ume 
o{tize on Ratisbon, as he had-before furpriz’d Ulm. ’Tis 
tte the Army of the ‘Allies in 4 Body kept that of the 
tench along time within their Lines, but as foon as it 
ws divided into Detachments they were furpriz’d and 
tty roughly handled, and loft many brave Mcn and ex-

cellent Genetals and ‘Officers. Things: wentmuch.worfe. 
on the'Rhine, for wanviof a fafficient Army to make 
againft the Enemies, who took Brifac, poorly defended 
and then Landau, which indeed was glorioutly. defended,’ 
and held out long enough ‘to have been fuccour'd ; but: 
thofe Succours, tho’ hardly fufficient by fome ‘Troops be- 
ing too long retarded ‘from marching to joyn them, {uffers 
ing themfelves to be'attack’d unawares, and not acting in, 
concert when they were attack’d,loft all the Fruit of iheir - 
Diligence. After ali chis, when it was believ'd the Cam- 
paign was Over onthe Danube, and that the Troops om 

th fides thought only of going into Winter Quarters, 
the Enemy took Kempten,and even Ausburg, without the 
leaft Effort made by’ the Allies to relieve it, after they had 
fav’d it all the Summer. | This was a Misfortune that we 
don’: know how ro account ‘for. 

Thus the Empire, fo powerful in it felf, and able fingle 
to drive France within its ancient Bounds, by its backa 
wardnefs to exert all its Native Force, has given the In- 
vader an eafie Entrance on all fides. The Empire feels the 
Evil brought upon it felf by one of its own Members, for 
not preventing him timely, and for making a feeble Op- 


pofition againft him. That Member, proud of haying in- 


troduc’d the common Enemy into his own Country, to 
tear out its Bowels, has added Contumely to Violence ; 
in Derifion of the Majefty of the Empire he has treated 
thofe that’ reprefent that Majefty with thé urmoft Con- 
tempt, not only by confining them, but by preferving his 
own placé in the Diet, where-his Minifter firs and hears 
all their Deliberations, and’ laughs at the Refolutions pro- 
pos'd to. be juftly raken againft his’ Matter. 

We may judge what the Empire was able to have done 
this Campaign,if we reflec, thar notwichftanding all thefe 
crofs Occurrences, the Bavarian Lines near , Paffau were 
fore’d, and Irruptions made into the Country in feveral 
Places, and even all the Upper Palatinate is now in the 
Hands of the Imperialifts. 

Tyrol furnifhes us with ah Example what Peafants and 
Huntfmen, affiftéd ‘with a handful of Imperial Troops, 
can do. They drove: the: Elector of Bavaria out of that 


Province, in as fhort a titrie as he had made himfelf Mafter 


of it; and this they did in fo vigorous a manner, that not 


‘only the beft of his Troops were utterly ruin’d, but his 


Perfon was in danger, and‘(if we may be allow’d the Ex- 


-preffion) eclips’d for'fome time. The Duke of Vendome, 
‘having waited long in the Trentin for News from him, 
‘finding théir intended: Junction fpoil’d, was forc’d to re- 


turn by the fame way he came, but with fewer Troops 


‘than lie brought with him. And thar we may render 
‘thofe Peafants the Honour due to Nen that defend their 


Liberty and Property valiantly ;, we will not {cruple to 
fay, that they have acquir'd more Glory, than ever his 
Electoral Highnefs will reap from his mighty Projects. 

In Italy, the Imperialifts novwithftandirig. their-Weak- 


maintain’d the Glory of their preceding Campaigns.excepe 
Betfello, before which a Body of the Enemies ‘was. im- 
ploy’d all the Summer, they were beaten out of no other 


Poft.' Norwithftanding they were furrounded by a nu- 
‘merous Army, divided into 3 Bodies, they could never be 


fore’d in their Camp. The Duke of Vendome was bafiled 


‘in his Atténipt on Oftiglia ; General Albergorri was bearen 


near Mirandola. The Imperialifts made feveral Detaeb- 
ments, either towards the Trentin to obferve the French 
while they were init; orto meet and convoy the Rein- 

forcements 
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seeiments fent them; oF to make Exctirfions into the 
fore Cduntry¥! notie of which fell into any Misfor- 
tune, but perform’d the Bufinefs they were {ent upon with 
full Succefs. And laft of all, the litle Body of Succours 
fent to the Diuke of Savoy, under thc Command of Ge- 
neral Vi(conti,diverred the Duke of Vendome for 3 Weeks 
together from éntting Piemont, and: found 4 Paffage into 
it them({elves after every Body had pronounc’d it a thing 


“ the Netherlands and on the lower Rhine, the Catn- 
paign went mighty well for the Allies, 
the Detachments they fent to Germany. The taking o 
Rhinberg and Bonn clear’dthe Rhine The Prepara- 
tions made at Namur againft Liege were render’d fruit- 
lefs.° ‘The Enemies farpriz’d 2 Bactallions in Tongres, 
but afterwards were Oblig’d to deliver them up again. 
The attacking the Lines in the Couatry of Waes, and ta- 
king of feveral Forts, and the. Battle of Eckeren, have. 
fhewn the daring and oe of the Troops of the Al- 
lies in the moft perilous Occafions. The Enemies fung 
Te Deum for che left Action, but when the Army, com- 
manded by the Duke of Marlborough offer’d them Battle, 
they drew back and flunk behind their Lines, within 
which they kept and fafely faw Huy taken, which clear’d 
the Maefe up to Namur and covers Liege ; and after they 
had demolifh’d Dinant themfelves they lay ftill while the 
Province of Limbourg was wrefted from them, and laftly 
the Capital Town. of the Spanith Gelderland, without 
making any offer ro fuccour them. 
The Year we are come to an end of, will be noted in 
Hiftory for the dreadful Eatchquakes that made {uch De- 
folation in Italy, and the prodigious Storm that larely did 
fo much Mifchief in other Parts of Europe. Thefe Diforders 
in the Frame of Nate are a fad, but true Image, of the 
fent Pofture ot Affairs in Rurope. Not one Kingdom or 
State, but is either already in Trouble, of in Fear of be- 
ing drawn into it, All are either labouring with or in 
danger of a mighty Revolution. . | 
_ Nor has Turkey been free from Trouble this Year, the 
Grand Signior has been depos’d and his Brother plac’d in 
his Throne. “Tis true fuch Changes are not unulual in 
that Country, and:have this thing pecular in them, thar 
they affect only the principal Men, and do not alter the 
Form of the Government nor the Condition of the People. 
In Europe the cafe is different, which is divided under 
feverai Governments, Religions, and .Cuaftoms, Changes 
in Chriftendom are of mighty Confequence, becaufe they 
commonly affect the Conftimtions of the Country, and 
the Liberties of the People. There are too many difmal 
Pxamples of this 
Poland is taken up with a Quarrel between two Kings, 
‘one of which would dechrone the other, to fet up a third, 
who is yet unknown. The Kingdom is rent into feveral 
Factions, and harrafs'd with inteftine War. Thofe who 
‘rais'd the Storm or conniv’d at the raifing of it, have it not
